While there iv positively nothing in the Report of the Dardanel- 
Jes Commission, now to hand, to show thet the expedition to which 
it relates could have succeeded ander any circametances conceivable, 
there ia mach which goes to prove that the whole enterprise was 
fore-damned, Three main feots stand out from it: (1). Earl Kitch- 
ener ‘‘did ant enfficiently avail himeelf of the services of his 
General Steff, with the reenlt that he undertook more work then it 
was possible for ose maa to do, causing confasion and want of 

efficiency.” (2). There was little or 50 cohesion among .those who 
‘had the handling cf affsira. (3). The raval cbiefa held 
sloof when they might have spoken.-It ebould not be difficalt to 
boil dawn the above etatements into one; nemely: the controlling 
power was in the wrong hands from the very beginning. _ 

The late Lord Kitohener was, as everyone knows, @ man who 
brooked little resistance or opporition, He knew bimeelf for a 
strong man and, while it was impossible for him or for hia keenest 
admirers to over-rate his powers as a general snd. ‘ex organiser, 
nothing was essier,for one of hia type than to forget that bis pbysio- 
al powers were abowing signs of decline. He wan, by nature and 
by habit, a leader of men, and it wag no more ‘than natural that, in 
his atern eagerness for the triamph of hia oounfry, be should urder- 
take to do more work than it was altogether wise to attempt at hia 
ege, Had he confined himcelf aclely to the military side of thing, 
and bad he been hacked by an efficient war council made up of ex- 
perienced soldiers and eslors, matters would baye been different, and 
either the Derdanelles expedition would never have been entered 
upon or elee it would. have-succeeded. Unheppily be was hampered 
by having at hie sides Minister, who, while exceedingly sblein a 
varicty of directions, had no more right to express an opinion on qilit- 
ary matters than to ccmmand.e regiment. Such an as ooiation was 
bound to apell failore, and it certoioly waa not improved by the 
sddition of a tertiom qaid: Mr, Winston Charchill, whoee qaali- 
fictions for his post were about equal to those of Mr. Acquith, The 
silenes af Lord Fisher is not pleasantto read of, but it ia perfectly 
enay to understand, It is more than likely that he felt that, sinoe 
there was a danger of bis jadgment’s being overraled by an un- 
practical and unqaslife? men, it wee better thet be should-hold hia

intereat in the eubject. aud were 
apxious to oblain samples, 

Relatively, only a small emount 
of therawrattan imported through. 
Hongkong is actaslly sorted, 
cleaned, graded and prepared 
there, the greater part of thie 
work being done at s village‘ 
some milea besond C:nton, where 
this phase of the jndostry lias be- 
come thoroughly ostablished and 
where labour ia cheaper than at 
Hongkong. ; 

So far as is known, the two 
processes noted hereinafter ore 
not practiced in the Puilippine 
Ielonds ; or, if so, to 6 very Limit- 
éd extent: The° washing of the 
entire stems with ssod and water 
and a piece of loose coir (rufficient 
to fill the hand), to remove the 
dirt and the many adhering prrti- 
cles of vegetable matter from the 
exterior of the stems, the bleach- 
ing of the etems, or of the peel, 
with sualpbar fumes. Both of 
theee processes sre regarded by 
the Chinesa ag very important. 
After obeerving the effect con- 
eequent upon auch freatment of 
the material, it ia clear that no 
satisfactory clatsification based 
upon the colour (and thia is tho 
most important) can te made 
except after the procesces men- 
tioned or after some similar 
meane, have been employed, 

All rattan cased must 
thoroughly seasoned (dried) bs- 
foreany of the following operations 
arecarried o.: Paring cf the 
poduler, or bases of leaf epathee. 
Thia work isdone by girla and 
women with knives fashioned like 
old files sharpened on one long 
‘edge. With ono hend the edgo 
of the knife ie placed longitudin- 
ally againat the nodule, the knife: 
ia twisted’ in one direction and 
the piece of rattan in the opposite | 
direction. Diameter and external 
colour form the basia for sorting 
the ratian into grades. Stems 1.6 
cm. or less in dismeter are used 
forthe making of “peel” ond 
“oore;" rattan suitable for 
framework and of a diameter of 
1,6 cm. or more reaches Hongkong 
in long bundlee, andoabled, for 

thie specific purpose. 

After the paring and sorting, 
thé rattan ia immereed in a vat 
containing weter end eand ; some 
of the latter is taken ap in a hand- 
ful of wet cocosnut hosk, which, 
when rubbed vigorcusly lengtb- 
wise over the suriace, removes all 
adbering dirtand foreign ‘eab- 
atences, bringing~iont-. the real 
colour of the skin. -After ; this 
process, the rattan which isfoand 
to be of sufficiently good qustity 
is ‘subjected’ directly to the 
bleaching process, if of the small’ 
diameter which is ceed exclusively 
for woevers in chair covering, or 
the peel is removed and bleached, 
the reat of. the stem being used 
for core. 

For bleaching a wooden box of 
any given capacity is employed, 
Those seen at Hongkong are taller 
than a man and some ten fect in 
width. Two tiers of doors ian 
acrosethe front, to facilitate the 
inserting and tha removing of 
bundles of whole rattan or peal. 
The blesching agent is enlphar, 
aaoMicient quantity’ of which is 
ignited in the bottom of the box,
